NEW PHONE SYSTEM BEING INSTALLED 

Beginning today, callers may access an SEC Il).formationLine telephone system to 
obtain general information about the SEC. The system contains 17 recorded messages
that callers may select and listen to. Examples of the recorded messages are: (1)
how to register as an broker-dealer, (2) how to register as an investment adviser or 
investment company, (3) how to report lost and stolen securities, and (4) how to file 
an investor complaint. There are also messages explaining the SEC's address, business 
hours, and organizational structure.

CIVIL PROCEEDINGS 

STEPHEN SUI-KUAN WANG, JR. ENJOINED AND PAYS DISGORGEMENT 

The Commission announced that on January 31 Stephen Sui-Kuan Wang, Jr. was permanently
enjoined by District Judge Richard OWen, Southern District of New York, from future 
violations of the antifraud and tender offer provisions of the Securities Exchange
Act of 1934. Wang consented to the permanent injunction without admitting or denying
the Commission's allegations. Under the terms of the Final Judgment, Wang is required 
to disgorge all of his assets other than approximately $1,000 and some personal items. 
The amount of disgorgement is approximately $125,000. 

The Commission alleged in its Complaint, filed June 27, 1988, that Wang was involved 
in an insider trading scheme whereby he would misappropriate from his employer, Morgan 
Stanley & Co. Incorporated, material nonpublic information about impending and extra
ordinary corporate events, and provide the information to his co-defendant, Fred C. 
Lee. On September 7, 1988, Wang was charged with and pleaded guilty to three felony
counts arising out of his illegal trading activities. Wang was subsequently sentenced 
to three years imprisonment and is currently serving that sentence. (SEC v. Stephen
Sui-Kuan Wang, Jr., et al., 88 Civ. 4461 RO, SONY). (LR-11982) 

JEROME B. CRONIN SUED, ENJOINED, AND PAYS DISGORGEMENT 

The Commission filed a civil injunctive action on January 31 in the U.s. District 
Court for the Southern District of New York against Jerome B. Cronin, alleging that 
he, through an insider trading scheme involving Stephen Sui-Kuan Wang, Jr., an analyst
at Morgan Stanley & Co., Incorporated, Violated the antifraud and tender offer provi
sions of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934. Cronin, without admitting or denying
the allegations in the Complaint, consented to permanent injunctions against future 
violations of the securities rules and regulations involved in the Complaint, and 
agreed to disgorge $20,000 to the u.S. Treasury. 

The Complaint alleged that Cronin, of Chicago, Illinois, received material nonpublic
information about upcoming extraordinary corporate events from Wang, who was working
as an analyst for Morgan Stanley. Wang is a defendant in an injunctive action filed 
by the Commission on June 26, 1988 [SEC v. Wang, et al., 88 Civ. 4461, ROJ. Subse
quent to the Commission's filing of the injunctive action against Wang, Wang pleaded 
guilty to three felony offenses arising out of his insider trading activities and was 
sentenced to three years imprisonment. (SEC v. Jerome B. Cronin, 89 Civ. 0722, RO). 
(LR-11983)
